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My Adventure Into Faith 


N the ninth day of Jan- 

uary in 1921 a baby boy 

was born to a young 
missionary-evangelist couple named 
Hugh and Grace Andrews, The fa- 
ther became a Baptist pastor and the 
boy was raised in the parsonage. 
When he was sixteen his father asked 
him to take the pulpit one Lord’s Day 
when the father was to be out of 
town. The following year the boy 
dedicated his life to the ministry, and 
was asked to preach regularly for a 
little /country church. At nineteen 
he felt led of God to dedicate his life 
specifically to evangelistic work, and 
was licensed to preach by a Baptist 
church. The college years were in- 
terspersed with evangelistic service, 
interim pastorates, and a tour of duty 
in the Navy. Home from the service, 
he married a consecrated Christian 
girl, named Carolyn York. 

Together they returned to college 
to complete training, serving as pas- 
tor and wife in a Baptist church. 
After graduation he taught in various 
public and private Christian schools, 
preaching and singing as God opened 
the doors. 

Now permit me to change this nar- 
rative to the first person viewpoint. 

For many years I wondered why 
there was such marked lack of power 
in the church and in the lives of men 
who were devoted to the Lord’s serv- 
ice. I wondered why God had seen 
fit to show His power in the days of 
old, but now when there were even 
more sinners in the world than ever 
before, His Church seemed weak and 
ineffectual in the presence of sin and 
unbelief. At last, under the direction 


of the Holy Spirit, I began to pray | 


for a real burden for the unsaved. 
Almost a year later God began to 
work with me in a strange but won- 
derful way. I began to experience 
great brokenness of spirit whenever 
I would speak of the Lord, or of the 
lost people, or when I would sing a 
gospel song. One Lord’s Day eve- 
ning I led the song service in my home 
church and then slipped out to visit 
the Calvary Temple church in Con- 
cord, California. At the close of the 
service, the burden for souls heavy 
upon me, I prayed quietly, fervently 
that God would show me His imme- 
diate will for my life. He directed 
me to the Scriptures. My Bible fell 
open to the 8th chapter of II Cor- 
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by Mark Andrews 


inthians. Immediately my eyes fell 
on the ninth and following verses. 
If you will read them, you will see 
that God advised me to go ahead with 
what I had begun to do a year before. 

I thought back over the past twelve 
months. To the very week IT HAD 
BEEN EXACTLY ONE YEAR AGO 
THAT I HAD BEGUN TO DO 
THESE THINGS: 


1. On that Lord’s Day I had 
preached three sermons. 


2. I had made the first broadcast 
of a gospel radio program en- 
titled ADVENTURE INTO 
FAITH. 


3. God had given me the vision for 
gospel motion pictures practical 
for the use of missionaries on 
the field to evangelize the peole 
in the far-flung corners of the 
world. 


God had advised me, in answer to 
prayer, through His written Word, 
that He wanted me to preach much, 
and make gospel films. 

With this personal commission in 
my hand, I suddenly began to realize 
my need for POWER. The only an- 
swer I could find was Acts 2:4, and 
Mark 16, and a Bible-full of other 
references indicating that God had 
sent His Holy Spirit to empower His 
servants to do His will. I saw in 
God’s Word that the enduement with 
power was a definite and obvious ex- 
perience followed by unmistakable 
evidences. 

About thirty days later I knelt 
again at the altar in Calvary Temple. 
I prayed for the unsaved sin-sick mil-

lions of the world. I prayed that the 
Lord would send me forth with the 
power to preach convictingly of sin, 
and righteousness, and judgment to 
come. I asked God to fill me with 
His Spirit. Then I thanked Him. As 
I was giving thanks, my tongue failed 
to enunciate clearly. Words of praise 
then began to flow forth in a Heaven- 
ly language I had never heard be- 
fore. Great joy filled my heart as I 
realized that the promise of my Lord 
Jesus had come even to me. 

Every day that has followed has 
confirmed the Word with power. New 
power to comprehend the words of 
Sacred Scripture, new power over 
sin, new power to witness to the un- 
saved, new power to preach the gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ, all these and more, 
He has graciously given in faithful- 
ness to His Mighty Promise. 

Blessing has been added unto bless- 
ing with the joy of new fellowship. 
For it was the occasion of our being 
licensed to preach under the Assem- 
blies of God banner that we were 
asked to write this testimony.

PROVOCATIVE IDEAS ARE CONTINUALLY 
either being stimulated within us or 


being presented to us. One of the 
latest disturbing notions which found 
its way into my life was the result of 
my reading on the flap of a new book 
words to this effect: “The writer 
seeks to show that God did not stutter 
when He spoke through His word 
and in these last days through His 
Son.” The attention became fixed up- 
on the word “stutter” and the realiza- 
tion began to dawn that on such a 
word hung many and _ tremendous 
possibilities. Had God really broken 
into this world by a revealed religion? 
How clearly, how unmistakably, how 
distinctly had God spoken? 

Put in my words for you, “what is 
the relationship between faith and 
reason with regard to the book which 
you are all going out to preach, teach 
or live for the rest of your lives by 
the Grace of God?” 

The history of the Church definite- 
ly indicates that there has been pres- 
ent in the Church a prominent vein 
of the Greek classical philosophical 
heritage — a drive to find rational 
solutions or logical answers to prob- 
lems raised primarily by Biblical 
statements or doctrines apparently 
based on a simple compilation of a 
number of Bible verses. For purposes 
of personal edification or of the per- 
suasion of others to the faith philoso- 
phies of religion seemed to become 
necessary as the number of believers 
increased, Remember if faith, a pri- 
vate and therefore largely an incom- 
municable factor or element, is the 
sole constituent of religious impulse, 
an energetic and forceful attack up- 
on the strongholds of the evil prin- 
ciples operating in volitional human 
beings is practjcally negated. 

The problem of the location of the 
border line between reason and faith 
is a real and present one. Which is 
primary in determining its location? 
Are there facts which a non-Christian 
must accept and believe? Are these 
facts the same for the Christian? 

A seventeenth century thinker said, 
“He, who will not reason is a bigot; 


he, who cannot is a fool; and he, who 
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dares not, is a slave.” Lest we be in 
danger of being classified as a bigot, 
fool, or slave, we shall dare to accept 
the Lord’s invitation to come and rea- 
son together. 


Though in danger of over simplifi- 
cation, I suggest we consider five pos- 
sible relationships between faith and 
reason in the spiritual realm. Our 
first is a man, Thomas, popularly 
known as doubting Thomas. Reason 
and faith run parallel and neither can 
proceed beyond the other. He will 
only believe if he sees but please re- 
member he does believe when he 
sees. This concept has a tendency 
logically to pursue the idea of two 
kinds of truth, scientific and religious 
or to confuse the unique identity of 
reason and faith. In other words, 
where is Thomas’ faith if it is simply 
the impact of the sense data when he 
sees the wounds in our Lord’s body? 

Augustine might well represent our 
second possible relationship when he 
said, “I do not know in order to be- 
lieve; I believe in order to know.” To 
hold by faith what is not subject to 
the grasp of the mind may lead one 
to “. . . be disposed to believe that 
that which appears to us to be white 
is really black if the hierarchy of the 
Church so decides.” I agree that 
“nothing is so firmly believed as what 
we least know” in many instances and 
that he who thumps most loudly is 
probably compensating for a deficien- 
cy in argument and knowledge but to 
confuse such believing with faith I 
am hesitant, to say the least. 

The exact reverse of that relation- 
ship is an extremely common one to- 
day. Faith only begins where reason 
fails. “Reason is a light that God has

kindled in the soul.” The Rennaisance 
and Reformation both had in them 
the germ of the idea that reason is 
primarily in the search for and dis- 
covery of truth. “Natural theology 
provided knowledge available by rea- 
son and revealed theology offered 
knowledge available only by revela- 
tion.” In other words, “the entire con- 
tents of faith are inaccessible to rea- 
son” or we only really believe when 
we get into the area beyond or trans- 
cending reason. One of the dangers 
of this position is that reason is firm- 
ly and constantly pushing back the 
frontiers of knowledge and as a re- 
sult the sphere of religious truth as 
the object of faith is diminishing in 
direct proportion. 

Two alternatives remain, namely, 
they (faith and reason) do not run 
parallel but are intertwined with 
either reason or faith thrusting forth 
the more far-reaching tendril of new 
growth. The early church apologists 
from Justin Martyr through to Origen 
taught that the “First cause of all 
creation must be rational” and 
“Christianity gives a satisfactory and 
universally intelligible answer to the 
questions which all the true philoso- 
phers have attempted to answer.” To 
me, the matter of whether reason is 
always slightly ahead of faith or is 
about to catch up to faith is a ques- 
tion of degree, a temper of mind, a 
disposition rather than a fundamen- 
tal difference. However, my chief 
criticism of the first three given pos- 
sible relationships (the idea of their 
running parallel, the notion of faith 
then reason or reason then faith) is 
that they involve two kinds of truth 
in the world or take God and religion 
out of this world. 

When John Dewey said, “Belief . . . 
reappears in science as a working 
hypothesis” he has said what I would 
like to say in the spiritual realm. If 
a man will accept the word of God 
and the work of Christ he will find 
the hypothesis is valid — God is true 
— Christianity works. 

If you give this thought more con- 
sideration I believe you will find that

ONE day, as David dwelt in his 
beautiful palace of cedars in Jerusa- 
lem, he remembered that the Ark of 
the Covenant was still dwelling in 
curtains in the tabernacle. This 
grieved David, and there came into 
his heart the desire to build a temple 
for God. As he was about to begin 
this work, God spoke to him through 
Nathan the prophet, and told him 
that he could not build that temple 
because he was a man of war. 

However, God gave him the privi- 
lege of gathering together the build- 
ing materials, then Solomon, his son, 
was to do the building. 

After David had prepared with all 
his might, and had given of his own 
personal goods in abundance, he 
realized it was going to take more 
than his personal effort. It was go- 
ing to take the work of every man 
and woman in Israel. And so he gath- 
ered all Israel together, and unbur- 
dened his heart to them. He showed 
them what he had been able to ac- 
complish, and then confronted them 
with this practical question, Who then 
offereth willingly to consecrate his 
service this day unto the Lord?” I 
Chron. 29:5. 

As I think of our Sunday School 
work, I cannot help but feel that, if 
we could hear the voice of God whis- 
pering to our hearts, we would hear 
Him confronting us with this same 
practical question. We thank God 
for what has been accomplished, but 
there is still a great unfinished task 
that lies before us. We thank God 
for every Sunday School which has 
been built. We thank God for every 
effort which has been put forth in 
your district and in your community, 
but what about those 80 million boys 
and girls who are still untouched with 
the gospel of Jesus Christ! What 
about that 92 per cent of Protestant- 
ism that is still outside the Church of 
Jesus Christ! 

To consecrate ourselves to God is 
one thing and to consecrate our serv- 
ice to God is another thing. When we 
think of consecrating ourself to God 
we find, from the Word of God, that 
it embraces the thought of separation 
from sin, being set apart unto God. 
But God is not satisfied until we also 
consecrate our service to Him!

HIS SERVICE?

The word “sanctification,” used 29 
times in the Scriptures in connection 
with fullest usefulness, literally means 
“full hands.” This stands in contrast 
to what is usually given to the Lord 
—not “full hands” but “half hands.” 
A lot of people will not work for the 
Lord under any circumstances. Most 
of us who do try to render a little serv- 
ice do it in such a “half handed” and 
half-hearted way that it is anything 
but pleasing to God. God wants “full 
handed” service, whole-hearted, en- 
thusiastic service! 

If we are not careful we will make 
heaven nothing in the world but a 
“mail order house.” We pray, “Lord 
do this; and Lord, do that.” I think 
if we would listen carefulky we would 
hear the Lord say, “Why don’t you 
do something for a change?” Pray 
with all your heart that God will bless 
and then work with all the might that 
is within you. 

In verses 7, 8, and 9, we have a 
concrete example of what David 
meant by “service.” In response to 
his challenge, the people who had 
time gave their time; those who had 
talents, ability to work in gold and 
silver, gave their talents; those who 
had neither time nor talent, gave of 
their own temporal means. What-

ever they had, they gave — time, tal- 
ent, possessions. They gave so en- 
thusiastically that it wasn’t long until 
the priests in charge asked that the 
people be requested to stop giving. 
This is practical service. 

Notice that it is to be an “offered” 
service. I was reading sometime ago 
about a man who was saved and in 
aime joined the church. Early on 
Monday morning, after he had joined 
the church on Sunday, he went to the 
parsonage and rang the doorbell. 
When the pastor opened the door he 
said, “Brother, I have come for my 
orders.” He had joined the church; 
he was ready to go to work. He was 
there offering his service. 

Offer your service. “Isn’t there a 
class that I can teach?” And if there 
isn’t go and get yourself a class. Isn't 
there someone whom I can visit?” not 
working independently, but through 
your church. Oh, that God would 
bring us back to the place where we 
will put ourself at the disposal of the 
church, and say, “Here Iam; I’m 
ready to go to work.” 

It is also to be a “willing” service. 
Did you ever stop to think that there 
are some things that even God can- 
not do. God cannot save unwilling 
sinners, and neither can God use an 
unwilling Christian. One of the great- 
est hindrances to the progress of the 
Church of Jesus Christ, is “unwilling- 
ness to work.” 

“Who then is willing to consecrate 
his service this day?” David knew 
the danger of delay. “Here was a 
group of people who were enthusias- 
tic. And he said, “Hurry up and do 
it quickly.” He knew that if they wait- 
ed until next week, they would not 
feel like it. 

“Unto the Lord!” David did not 
say to the crowd, “Will you do it for 
me?” “Will you do it for the Lord?” 
I'm not asking you to work for your 
pastor, for the Sunday School super- 
intendent. I’m not asking you to 
work for the District Director or for 
your District Superintendent, that 
you may have a good record and a 
good showing in your district. But 
will you do it for the Lord? Do it 
because of a love for Him. 

What greater joy can we ever hope 
for in eternity that the joy of some- 
day standing before the throne and 
there find a man or woman, a boy or 
girl, or a number of them whom you 
have been instrumental in bringing 
to the Lord Jesus ChristP As you 
stand before the throne, perhaps they 
will turn, point a finger toward you, 
and say, “I’m glad you passed my 
way. It was you who told me of a 
Saviour’s love.”

“The Man Nobody Knows”

T is paradoxical to say the 

pastor is the best known 

man in his church, and 
yet the least known and understood, 
but it is a fact just the same. 


The God-called pastor loves the 
souls of all people and has a peculiar 
affection for the members of his own 
church. When his members suffer 
bodily, economically, or spiritually, it 
strikes a deep chord of sympathy in 
his heart. He spends more time at- 
tending and trying to relieve these 
conditions than is generally known. 


Many people do not grasp the fact 
that a pastor’s primary, fundamental, 
and superlative business is to preach 
the Gospel. All other duties are in 
reality secondary. Few people real- 
ize that it requires time, long hours 
of hard study, preparation and prayer 
to preach an acceptable and effective 
sermon.

When his heart is wounded by the 
sharp stab of a cruel tongue, God’s 
true shepherd will bear it without re- 
sentment and keep it locked in the 
depths of a forgiving soul. In the 


vast majority of such cases the pastor 


never reveals his hurt and grief to his 
wife, but “steals away to Jesus” and 
lays the leaden load at His feet. 


Unknown to most of his flock is the 
blessed, beautiful fact that he carries 
the personal interest of every member 
of his flock in his affections, and vis- 
ualizes and prays for for their success 
and joys as the years unfold.

FOREIGN MISSIONS DEPARTMENT—

In 1928, when communication was cut off, 
the Assemblies of God had upwards of 500,- 
000 members in the Soviet Union. Accord- 
ing to delegates of the All-Union Council 
of Evangelical Christian Baptists, now visit- 
ing in the U.S., these Pentecostal believers 
united with the Baptists some years ago. 
Some of our Assemblies pastors are believed 
to have been deported to Siberia, but evi- 
dntly the work has carried on particularly 
in union evangelical meetings. The visit- 
ing delegates told that evangelicals have 
five meetings each week with a minimum of 
two sermons for each.

CHP Puts Traffic Accident 
Loss at $411,760,000 


The California Highway Patrol de- 
clared the economic loss of 1955 traf- 
fic accidents in the state was $411,- 
760,000. 

The human suffering resulting from 
the 2,981 traffic mishaps during last 
year was even greater than that ex- 
perienced during 1954. 

Last year 3,431 persons were killed. 
In addition, 120,182 persons suffered 
injuries. ; 


California’s “Grog” Shops 


There are nearly 44,000 éstablish- 
ments in California licensed to sell 
alcoholic beverages at retail. The 
drinkers of this State consumed 231,- 
591,000 gallons of alcoholic beverages 
in 1955, or 42 gallons per drinker. The 
cost for this amount of liquor was 
$900,000,000 but with the economic 
cost of the harmful effects of its use, 
the total cost of liquor in California 
in 1955 is estimated to have been con- 
siderably over one billion dollars. The 
increase in the consumption of alco- 
holic beverages in the State this past 
year amounted to 9,217,000 gallons, 
or a 4% increase over the previous 
year figured on the basis of popula- 
tion.

Free Postage for Bulletins 


Bulletins issued by rural churches 
will go through the United States 
mail us free of charge under terms of 
a ruling made by the Post Office 
Department. Extension of the “free 
in county” mailing privilege (long 
accorded weekly newspapers) to 
church bulletins or parish papers is 
an unexpected by-product of legisla- 
tion approved by Congress last July. 
The new law also makes it easier for 
church bulletins to obtain second class 
mailing privileges. 


Sunday School Potential 

Here are some statistics by the 
Metropolitan Life statisticians that 
are of interest to all Sunday School 
workers: In the United States there 
are 39,000,000 married men in the 
civilian population, one-quarter of 
whom are under 35 years of age, and 
an additional fourth in the 85 to 44 
age bracket. The number of married 
men over 65 is close to 4,400,000 — 
about 11 per cent of the total — and 
is growing rapidly. Four-fifths of the 
families where the husband is in the 
age range of 25 to 34 have at least 
one child, and nearly one-quarter 
have three or more children. The 


relatively large families are even more 
common where the husband is in the 
35-44 year age group.

Having served 22 years as a judge, 
during which time he has _ heard 
50,000 cases involving juvenile de- 
linquency and crime, William G. 
Long, judge of Seattle Superior Court, 
says, “I have yet to see a really ser- 
ious offender whose trouble was not 
caused to a large extent by idleness.” 
. .. He urged a three-point revision 
of archaic child-labor laws: 

1. Eliminate all laws which re- 
quire teenagers to register and obtain 
working papers before they can take 
normal jobs. 

2. Let boys and girls with their 
parents’ consent, accept suitable jobs 
in any appropriate field. 

3. Unify all state and federal 
child-labor laws so that a legal job in 
one state is not illegal in another.

Russian Christians Get Bible 
—and Propaganda 


The first new edition of the Russian 
Orthodox Bible since the Bolshevik 
Revolution was released in January, 
according to a report from Moscow 
published in the New York Times. 

The new edition fills a critical need 
for Bibles among Orthodox believers © 
in the Soviet Union. Some church 
goers now carry badly tattered Bibles 
dating from the last century. 

Simultaneously, Soviet policy con- 
tinues to combat a revival of religion. 
In one of the strongest declarations in 
recent months M. P. Koritsyn of the 
Soviet Ministry of Culture portayed 
religion as based solely on “blind 
faith” and said religion “kills the best 
human qualities”. In this connection, 
Koritsyn cited the danger of the re- 
ligious maxim. “Love your enemies, 
bless them that curse you.” “Hate, not 
love, is needed to ward off enemies,” 
Koritsyn said.
